8.15 p.m. and there met Mr, A. el 
Arculli, who took them in his car 
to the necident, He considered that 
Mr. Arculli did most excellent work, 
and he did not know what they 
would have done without him, a8 
it was impossible to get another 
ear across the road break. They 
reached the seene af: the accident 
nt nbout 8.45 pam. and he remained 
there till 1.80 a.m. He did not con- 
sider that it wonld have been ad- 
visable to have sent for a destroyer, 
owing to its general unsuitability 
for carrying passengers, Uo did 
not think that a destroyer could 
have sot sufficiently close to the ac- 
cident as to throw a searchlight on 
the proceedings. In fact, if they 
did want a ship, the Taipang was 
alongside the Taino pier at the time. 


Sergeant T. Carson, in charge of 
No. 4 police Jaunch, said that he 
received wircleas orders to provecd 
to Taipo about 10,27 p.m. They ar- 
rived at Taipo ‘about two hours 
Jnter, and stood bv till 1.50 a.m.

that measure in order to ensure the 
safety of those-who walk on the 
roads, The  Covernment, how- 
ever, refused to introduce tests 
for motor drivers or to give high-

speeds in populous districts, 
The most important - results 
Which the Associution were able 
to secure whilst the Road Traflie 
Act was under consideration were 
the insertion of clauses forbid- 
ding, motor races and speed trials 
on public highways and recognis- 
ing, although somewhat — half- 
heartedly, an obligation upon 
highway authorities to provide 
footpaths by the sides of ronds. 
In this latter connexion,’ it fs in- 
terestings to note that a _keneral 
assurance has been given by the 
Government that grants fron the 
Rout Fond wilt be ninde condi- 
tional on the provision of  foot- 
paths alung new roads or alengy 
old thoroughfares when widencd 
or improved.

A Treasury momorandum has 
been issued stating that a Govern- 
ment Bill is to be introduced au- 
thorising the Treasury to guarin- 
tee the principal and interest of # 
loan of £760,000 to be raised by 
the Government of Mauritius, and 
used as follows:

For the making of loans to 
planters and others in respect of 
hurricane damage to property, 


stock, crops and so forth, £500,- 


000. F 

For construction 
works, £175,000. 

The exceptionally severe hurri- 
cnne which visited Mauritius last 
March caused extensive damage to 
Government and private property, 
lestroyed a large part of the 
growing crop of sugar cane, and 
rendered more diMcult the culti- 
vation of the remainder, The 
Colony is almost wholly dependent 
on the sugar industry.—British 
Wireless. :
